cities. Saigon was an armed 
camp in preparation for threat­ 
ened Buddhist suicides by fire. 
Buddhist youths and monks 
scuffled briefly with police and 
paratroopers in Saigon, but the 
demonstration was broken up 
with tear gas and billy clubs. 
About 70 persons were arrested 
Traffic was halted on at least 
a dozen Saigon streets as para­ 
troopers strung barbed wire at 
expected trouble spots.

Several thousand dem onstra­ 
tors were also reported on the 
march toward the key U.S. mili­ 
tary detachment hi Da Nang.

$1.7 5 Billion Cut 
In Taxes Sought 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 
dent Johnson proposed today a 
$L75-billion reduction in excise 
taxes paid at the counter and 
factory.

paychecks to pay for health 
care and other benefits for the 
elderly. 
The President’s budget m es­ 
sage to Congress did not say 
which of t h e excise taxes — 
which total $41.3 billion — he 
would like to reduce, but it is 
known that he favors giving 
priority 
to 
the 
“ nuisance” 
levies. 
These add IO per cent to the 
prices of jewelry, 
cosmetics, 
furs and luggage and are paid 
at the counter. They bring in 
about $500 million in revenue 
each year. 
Dozens of other items — rang­ 


ing from automobiles to light 
bulbs — are taxed 5 to IO per 
cent at the manufacturing level. 
The reductions would be offset 
by increased levies on highway 
users and aviation fuel. 
Present law requires an in­ 
crease in Social Security dedu- 
cations in January. 1966. A per­ 
son with a weekly paycheck of 
$110 or more would then con­ 
tribute $198 per year instead of 
the present $174.

Military’ and foreign aid out­ 
lays would be trim m ed slightly, 
helping to reduce the budget 
deficit to $5.3 billion, or a billion 
dollars less than this year's 
red-ink spending. 
But federal outlays for educa­ 
tion would be increased by more 
than 75 per cent, to $2.7 billion. 
in the fiscal year starting next 
July I because, as Johnson ex­ 
plained: 
“ It (education) is our prim ary 
weapon in the w ar on poverty 
and the principal tool for build­ 
ing a Great Society.” 
He estimated that government 
revenues would total $94.4 bil­ 
lion, also a record. This would 
mean a $3 2-billion rise in tax 
collections from 1964 to 1965, 
generated by an unprecedented 
fifth consecutive year of strong 
business expansion. 
The

predicted 
a 
record prosperity for this calen­ 
dar year — a prosperity with 
these dimensions: 
National output at $660 billion, 
a gain of nearly $38 billion; cor­ 
poration profits at $61 billion, up 
nearly $4 billion; personal in­ 
comes rising to $520 billion, up 6 
per cent. 
The word “frugal” , used re ­ 
peatedly in last year’s budget 
message, did not appear in this 
one.

School Fuss 


COLUMBUS, OMO (AP)—New 
charges were exploded today 
in the battle of figures between 
the state administration and the 
O h i o 
Education 
Association 
(OEA) over who contributes how 
much to public education. 
The latest attack was launch­ 
ed by state Sen. Ross Peppie, 
R-Lima, who charged that OEA 
President Robert Dowling of Al­ 
liance is ’ either stupid or com* 
pletely irresponsible.’* 
lh ere was no immediate com­ 
ment from Dowling. 
Peppie, with help from tile 
•tate tax department, has been 
waging a running battle with 
the OEA over state support for 
public education. 
The OEA is seeking more 
school money by way of boost­ 
ing the state’s sales tax from 
t to 4 per cent, an action op­ 
posed by Gov. James A. Rhodes. 
Peppie, in a statement today, 
accused Dowling of “continuing 
falsehoods designed to down­ 
grade Ohio’s support of elemen­ 
tary and secondary education.” 
He said that in Dowling*! 
borne county of Stark, the state 
is responsible for 54 per cent of 
school operating revenues. 
The OEA, answering a similar 
Peppie report last week, said 
the figure is more like 30 per 
cent for state support and that 
the 54 per cent figure includes 
•‘state • assisted'’ 
collections 
from local homeowners. 
Meanwhile, two

achoo! superintendents took is­ 
sue with Peppie’■ figures. They 
are County Supt R.G. Brand 
and City Supt.

Advice for Congress 


For an age in which science com­ 
m ands a leading role, Congress has a 
woeful lack of communications with the 
scientific community. Most of the sci­ 
entific a d v i c e it gets comes in t h e 
form of frantic appeals for aid in this 
or that science project. 
This is not the best basis for judging 
e i t h e r the need for government in­ 
terjection into science, or its extent. 
What it frequently has meant in th • 
past is that the science project with the 
best l o b b y receives the greatest at­ 
tention. 
If government were a minor partner 
in science efforts, perhaps it wouldn't 
m atter greatly whether the officials 
who m ake the decisions affecting gov­ 
ernm ent outlays possessed a broad sci­ 
ence perspective or not. 
But U. S. governmental participa­ 
tion in science today is commanding. A 
few y e a r s ago a survey was m ade 
which showed government subsidies 
controlled the work of two-thirds of 
all persons employed in research and 
development. 
So, to a very l a r g e extent govern­ 
m ent direction controls scentific in­ 
quiry. Which m akes it more amazing 
that Congress has not seen fit to estab­ 
lish form al links of communication 
with the scientific fraternity, to ad-

vise it in its allocation of scarce re­ 
search talent and facilities into feder­ 
ally-directed paths. 
Perhaps the reason Congress has not 
established more than temporary sci­ 
ence links is that in annual dealings 
with hundred billion dollar budgets, the 
granting of mere million dollar re­ 
quests tends to be overlooked as routine 
business. But, if these amounts have 
become insignificant by Washington 
standards, they have a dram atic im­ 
pact on individual recipients. 
Whatever the reason for not seek­ 
ing science advice in the past, C o n ­ 
gress has made a better start with the 
new Year. One of its committees has! 
s o u g h t the opinion of the National 
Academy of Sciences on how much leu- j 
eral research spending is necessary, 
and which fields now get too much or 
too little. 
The request poses a fundamental 
question which Congress should have 
asked years ago. but it is at least a 
start. Nor w o u l d it be amiss at this 
time to ask industry leaders and edu­ 
cators for their opinions on this same 
p o i n t , for it is they more than oth­ 
er segments of the population who pro­ 
vide the personnel and facilities to j 
make science's dream s come true.

Churchill Lived to Age 90, 
Scoffing at Medical Advisers 


LONDON (AP)—Sir Winston' 
Churchill had the heart of a 
lion, the courage of a bulldog 
and a digestive system akin to 
a cement mixer. 
His constitution was remark­ 
able and his habits were the 
despair of his doctors. 
He never believed in exercise, 
stayed 
up late, 
drank 
wine, 
whiskey and brandy, gambled 
in Mediterranean casinos and 
puffed on Havana cigars. 
It was his beloved wife Clem­ 
entine who finally got him into 
an ambulance one day rn No­ 
vember 1960 when he injured his 
back. The ambulance drove him 
quietly through the streets of 
London to the X-ray which dis­ 
closed a small bone fracture. 
Churchill suffered two strokes 
-—one of which brought on a 
temporary paralysis of speech1 
and interfered with his walking 
—before he resigned on .April 5, 
1955 as Britain’s prime minister. 
Stricken, he scoffed at wheel 
chairs, struggled back to a life 
of robust action and at the age 
of 80 participated in an election 
campaign with the vigor of a 
man 50 years his junior. 
He was hack again at the age 
of 84 to campaign in the 1959 
election. He steeled himself with 
large brandies and went on to! 


make his speeches. 
On one occasion in recent 
years, 
he 
asked 
his doctor, 
Lord Moran, whether a 
Coin­ 
treau—a strongly alcoholic 
li- 
quer — was permitted after 
lunch. 
“Do you want it or do you 
need it?” asked the physician. 
“I neither want it nor need 
it, but I should think it pretty 
hazardous to interfere with the 
irradicable habit of a lifetime,” 
replied Churchill. 
Even late in life, his resilience 
was almost fantastic. 
One day he could be seen tot­ 
tering along the corridors of the 
House of Commons. 
“ Poor old 
Winston,” 
some 
would comment. 
The very next day he would 
tread that same corridor with 
a step that suggested a lively- 
old gentleman. 
He fell asleep at a political 
meeting. Two evenings later he 
regaled dinner guests with mid­ 
night stones. 
Sometimes his memory ap­ 
peared to play him tricks. On 
other occasions he could re­ 
member minute details of events 
that happened 50 years in the 
past. 
At the end of the Geneva con­ 
ference of 1954, he summoned 
U.S. Gen. Walter Bedell Smith 


to come to see him on his way 
back to Washington. 
Smith, then undersecretary of 
state, flew to London instead of 
directly 
back 
to 
the United 
States, and hurried to Church­ 
ill. 
They talked about events at 
Geneva and when Smith was 
leaving his w a r t i m e friend, 
Churchill said to him as they 
reached the front door: 
“How nice of you to think of 
c o m i n g to see me, Beetle 
(Smith’s 
nickname). 
By 
the 
way, how did you happen to be 
in London?” 
One night during the 1969 elec­ 
tion campaign Churchill spoke 
twice in the same evening at 
two halls 20 miles apart. His 
first effort was brilliant, but ic 
the second, he mumbled, stum­ 
bled and lost track of what he 
was saying. 
Some people who heard him 
that night t h o u g h t he was 
washed up as a c a m p a i g n 
speaker. 
But four evenings later he ap­ 
peared on the jriatform again 
and the strength of his voice, 
his sharpness, his pointed hu­ 
mor and irony were reminiscent 
of his great speechmaking days 
of World WTar II. 
Churchill loved his bed and 
was a late sleeper. Hours after 


awakening he remained in bed. 
working, 
talking, 
eating 
and 
drinking. 
“When one wakes up after 
daylight,” he explained, “One 
should breakfast. Five hours aft­ 
er that, luncheon. Six hours aft­ 
er, dinner. 
“Thus one becomes independ­ 
ent of the sun, which otherwise 
meddles too much in one’s af­ 
fairs and upsets the routine of 
work.”

Churchill despised talk about 
death or his advanced age. 
On his 75th birthday he was 
less reluctant. 
Asked if he had any fear of 
death he replied: 
“ I am ready to meet my mak­ 
er. Whether my maker is pre­ 
pared for the great ordeal of 
meeting me is another matter.”

graph—he slowly arose to leave. 
“Sir,” said the young photo­ 
grapher, ‘ I hope I shall be able 
to take your picture on your 
tooth birthday.” 
Peering at the young man 50 
years his junior, C h u r c h i l l 
looked him up and down and 
then growled: 
“ I see no reason why you 
shouldn’t — you look hale and 
hearty enough.”

Instead the (Bd man insisted 
on helping to phrase a mislead 
mg communique to reporters 
Then, as a friend left the sick­ 
room to deliver tee statement to 
newsmen, he heard the shuffle 
of slippered feet behind him in 
the corridor, 
Churchill, only a few hours 
after his stroke, was up out of 
bed — and chasing his associate 
down a drafty hall.

Even with 
a 
good 
house­ 
keeping job 
throughout 
the 
place, there is one task that is 
often overlooked — cleaning out 
the bathroom medicine cabinet 
We let it go (Mi and on. piling 
up pill-boxes, jars and medicine 
bottles. There are all sorts of 
little cosmetic containers load­ 
ing up every shelf. 
This is a bad practice, since 
obviously 
some 
prescriptions 
lose their efficacy after a cer 
tain time, 
especially many • of 
the antibiotics. 
So, get busy, if this impor­ 
tant h o u s e h o l d and family 
health task has been neglected 
for a time, and give the medi­ 
cine cheat a good going-over 
and cleaning. 
Fill the bathroom 
lavatory 
basin with good, hot thick suds. 
Remove every last item from 
the cabinet 
If the shelves are removable, 
take them out. Give them 
• 
thorough washing. 
If the shelves are permanent­ 
ly installed, wash them on both 
sides and along the edges. 
Use a clean sponge or cloth 
with hot water to rinse the in­ 
terior of the cabinet. Wipe the 
cabinet walls and shelves dry. 
Now, before you start piling 
all the stuff back in the cabinet, 
discard any item not in current 
use. 
Containers to be retained 
should be well wiped. If medi­ 
cines are thrown away, make 
notes of prescription numbers, 
name of doctor, etc.

Now that the weeding-out job 
is done, all the containers being 
retained should be wiped well 
before replacing in the cabinet 
For the final touch, wipe the 
outside of the cabinet and th 
mirror with a sudsy sponge or 
doth. Rinse and wipe dry. 
Polish the mirror by rubbing 
with a dry cloth. 
Doesn’t the cabinet look nice 
now. bright and shining on the 
outside? Doesn’t it make you 
feel good that interior contents!

But officials said this was tents- j 
tive pending the outcome of the 
fight over U.N. financing 
If the Soviet Union refuses to 
pay its U.N. dues, administra , 
hon sources freely predict Con­ 
gress will use its pursestring 
power to damp down on the 
heavy U.S. contribution. 
Johnson

CINCINNATI (AP) - Today 
was a big day for Maurice 
Stoke®, a cheerful and deter­ 
mined young man despite a 
seven-year illness. 
His courageous fight for re­ 
covery inched a step forward 
when the former basktball star 
was moved across town to an­ 
other hospital where he hopes 
to learn to walk aaa feed him­ 
self again. 
His recovery, however, is a 
long way off. 
“Big Mo,” now SI, was on 
his way to becoming one of the

Association 
when, 
in 
March, 1958, be was stricken 
with post traumatic encephalitis 
(sleeping sickness), which has 
left him paralyzed ever since. 
He’s determined to get well. 
Stokes baa spent the last 6V* 
year* in Christ Hospital, most of 
the time either lying or sitting 
helplessly in a private room. 
Today he was moved to Good 
Samaritan to make use of the 
1300,000 physical rehabilitation 
program there. 
“He’s looking forward to this 
very much,” said Stokes’ good 
friend, Jack Twyman of the Gin 
dnati Royals. 
Twyman said Good Samaritan 
has a more extensive physical 
therapy program, and Stokes 
“can use braces to feed him 
self and start the walking pro­ 
cess there.” 
“It will cost more money/ 
Twyman said, “but the import 
ant thing is he’s improved to the 
point where be can handle more 
strenuous and advanced phys: 
cal therapy.” 
Twyman said Stokes’ overall 
progress is good 
“Maurie is doing real fine, 
Twyman said. “He can talk 
much better—the moat encour 
aging part af his rehabilitation. 
“But he can't walk by him­ 
self yet although he can stand 
He still cannot feed himself.” 
Twyman is Stokes’ benefactor 
and legal guardian. He has 
undertaken a maasive job of 
raising and handling money to 
make sure Stokes gets the best 
treatment.

Under prior law, an employe 
absent from work because of in­ 
jury or sickness could exclude 
from income up to $100 a week 
tick pay received under an em­ 
ployer’s wage continuation plan.
